tries will cease unless the offensive cir- 
cular note sent <mt hjr Beaor llatta, re- 
cently the Chilian foreign miniuter, in 
regard to the Baltimore affair, is with- 
drawn. 

Fnrthennore, the nltimatam demands 
that Chili immediately make reparation 
for the attack by the mob apou the Bal- 
timore sailors in Valparaiso, and that 
Bhe make aa apoksy for- those at- 
tacks. 

The ultimatum concludes with the 
statement that the United States will 

t«ilerate no further delay on the p;irt of 
Chili answering the demands of the 
Ameticaa government. 

CHILI'S REPLY. 

Th« VltlMatam Will u« Answerad Same 

Time Today. 

Valparaiso, Jan. 2o.— The corre- 
spondent of the United Press is informed 
that Minister Kennedy, representing 
Great Britain at Santia^fo. has recvived 
definite inAtructious from his govern- 
ment to make uu offer to the govern- 
ment of Cliili to act as mediator between 
that oonntry and the United States 
for the purpose of preventing a war. 

The Chilian foreign minister, .Senor 
Peirera, has informed Minister E)<an 
that the message from the United .States 
govennnent received on Saturday, and 
whioh is regarded as an nltimatum, will 
lis answered on Monday. Nothfaig is 
suggested as to the tenor of the answer. 
Bo^ the Chilians and foreign residents 
In Valpnraiso and Santiago are fjreaily 
excited over the situation, but no demon- 
stration of violence is reiKtlted. 

AS VIEWED IN WA8HINQT0N. 

BaSUai OMelally Learned, hnt Praspeots 
I.o»k Threataalas. 

Washington', Jan. 0.5. - Yesterday 
was Sunday, but notwithstanding the 
generally peaceful character of the day, 
there was any amount of talk over the 
prospects of trouble with Chili, in view 
of the dispatch of an ultimatum by this 
government to South American republic. 
All the departments were closed, and of 
course there was no dBdal or public 
maatfsstations in comatitlaB wfw the 
tnattsr. Ihqtilries at taa dsparaaents 
w«rs answered, in most asses, by the 
mssssager apP watchmen on dnty, and 
there was no indication on the surface 
of the excitement that existed in official 
circles. 

At the navy department two or three

Torktova returns. The ' vsssel should 
have reached CsUao yesterday under 
ordinary oooditieas of faing. 

One of the eOdals BMd the stories that 
Admiral Qharardi lisd ssillad away to 
the esst in tha Philadelphia, to meetand 
engage the Ospitaa fw, m latter 
sailea away from TooloB la aainoom- 
plement condition, with an inexperi- 
enced crew were faodfiU creations, but 
be would ndt siiy where the admiral liad 
Moe, if he knew. There is an extraor- 
Oinary degree of mystery survounding 
the movemente of thisolllcsr and the 
sousdrftn him. 

l7o infohnatioa was to be had at the 
state department, none of the officials 
through whom communications reach 
the public having visited the buildiug 
during the day. 

TIm terms cc the ultimatum to Chili 
have not been coneotly given in any of 
the dispatches referring to it. Thr<>e 
subjects are covered by the document. 
The assault upon the Baltimore's sailors 
is the first. The s ecret a ry of state di- 
rects Mr. Efiran to iafoni' the^ QiUtan 
government that after a rail and careful 
examination of evidence qf thi^ affair, 
as submitted by the Chilian authorities, 
and as shown in the examination of He 
Baltimore's sailors, the presideht feelS 
ihtrtptPti' to stand by the terms of As>

insist upon apolbgy and reiNuation 
therefor. . 

The second subject Is the Mntta cir- 
cular note of Deo. 18. This note, the 
Chilian government is informed, is of- 
fensive to the ])resident and other offi- 
cers of the United States, and that unless 
it is promptly withdrawn and the 
language disavowed by the Chilian gov- 
ernment in equally public and general 
form ae that iu which it was circulated. 
Minister Lgun will ask for paiisporta 
and diplomatic relations between the 
countries i^-ill cea^e. 

The third subject is the proiiosed re- 
call of Minister Egan. Acknowledge- 
ment is made of the receipt of Mini-stei 
Muntt's note, stating that Minister ]<:^'Hn 
is not pertwna grata to the government 
of Chili, and announcing the rea<linesa 
and deirire of that government to re- 

n-ive another representative of the 
Tainted States at Santiago. Upon this 
subject the government of Chili is in- 
formed that the note can nut now be 

consi'lercil. There are other and 
wei}<htier matters landing HCtlleinent, 
and vhen they are (iiiiisfacturily dis- 
p<)s«'d 1 if this government will then con- 
sider the request for the recall of Minis- 
ter Egan. 

The United Stntes minister was, of 
conrri". notified of the re<'eipt of the 
note from Senor Montt, and it is said a 
mesf>a^?e has been receivMl from him 
statii^u: that the members of the Qiilian 
govei ;:!!ient antborited a discussion of 
such luatters. Certain it is that up to 
the receipt of Mr. Montt's note tiie 
records do not show any indication of 
diK'atiMfuvMon with Mr. Egan by the 
Chilian authorities. When Pre«ident 
Jorge Montt annonnoed the formutiun 
of bis cabinet on the first instant, Mr. 
Egan expressed his satisfaction, stating 
that two members were his personal 
friends and he expected to find his 
future relations with all the members of 
the cabinet most pleasant. There seems 
to be BO doubt that President Harrison 
will sand his message to congress to<la;y-. 
Tiie program of the two houses will 
probably be that it will be read and 
then referred to ti;e rommitteee having 
d)arge of foreign affairs, to be printed 
with aocompaavuig documeats and cor- 
respondence. Its future consideration 
will then be a subject for the deter- 
mination of the senators and representa- 
tives. 

A visit to Secretary Blaine's residence 
last night t^)r Chilian news was without 
results, the :^cretary declining to talk. 
Minister M.-ntt was none the lees re- 
served. He declined to answer sny in- 
quiries con 'jeming Chilian affairs, and 
said he had no news to give out. 

Since Wednesday clerks at the navy 
department have been working continu- 
ously day and night on the Chilian cor- 
respondence, and Sunday night there 
was a large force at work in Assistant 
Secretary Soley's office correcting proofs 
of the report to be submitted to oou 
gross. 

An incident which goes to show that 
Minister Montt regards the situation as 
very grave, ooonrred a few evenings aTo 
at the house of a cabinet officer, when 
the minister, in speaking of the Chilian 
question, became so punfnlly excited 
tliat tlie subject had to l)e droiiped. 

MINISTER EGAN'S FIRST LETTER. 

A <'oni|>Iet«- Urvlrw uf the Trouble lle- 
twerii the I'wu C'aiuutries. 

New York. Jan. W.— The Diario. the 
official organ of the Cliilian govern- 
ment at Santiago, publishes the first let- 
ter from Minister Egan to the Chilian 
government in connection with the as- 
sault upon the sailors of tiie Unit< I 
States steamer Baltimore. The letter i.i 
{^iven without comments from the of- 
facial organ, which sets forth that the 
correspondence is published owing *o 
the words of Prefddent Harrison, as con- 
tained in his rae.s!iage to the Unit«vl 
States congress at its opening. The let- 
ter, which IS given out from the office 
of the Chilian minister of foMign af- 
fairs, reads as follows: 
Ugntioaof tiitt l^iited States, Santiago, 

Oct. M, 1891. 

SiK In compliance witli instructions 
received from my Koverunient it. becouies 
my duty to cull the attentiou of your ex- 
cellency to a very lamentable incident 
that took place on tlie ITith inst. in the 
streets of Vuli>ai'uis.(> in the form uf au aH- 
saiilt upon certain sailors bi'lontfing to 
the United S' liti s war vessel Jjaltiniore, 
resulting iu tiie deatb uf two men and the 
woundiuK of soiiiu seventeen, more or les-s 
seriously. 

Immediately iijion re<:eption of the news 
by tl a United Statew navy department the 
eotnuiander of the Baltimore, Captain 
Scliley, received orders to Iniititute an im 
mediate inve-stiKation in order to ascer 
tain the ori^-ln and incidents of this tragic 
affair, iind to make report simultane- 
ouMly to the goverDuient of (he United 
States and ^'i the legation. 

The rejKirt upon these inv«Hligations, 
made tiy a council of o/licem carefully 
selected from .said ve.wl, baa l>«en re 
ceived, together witli a communication 
from Captain .Schley, wliii h shows that 
the sailars of the Baltimore were un- 
armed; that their conduct was entirely 
correct and orderly; that they gave no 
cause of provocat ion; that I lie attack ap- 
peared premeditated, and that the as- 
saults were made by armed pemoas of a 
mach superior uuniber; and that, as niy 
government is made to understand, they 
ware inBpir<td iu their bloody work by 
hoetility to ihoee men as saUors d the 
United States. 

The conflict appears to have originated 
in the fact that a (Chilian sailor spat in 
the face of one of the sailors ef the Balti- 
more. In the meantime, and very close 
at hand, there was a oompaet orowd un- 
der the leadership of recently enlisted 
■ailora of the Chilian fleet, who were 
ready for and awaiting the a.ssault. The 
two men who were first attacked, 
having eeraped, were pursued aud taken 
firom a oar, and one of them was left 
wounded and dying in the street and 
wUl e a oompaaion was endeavoring to 
conduct hiir to a drug store both were at- 
(aeked with firearniH, and tbk wounded 
BMB, Charles W. Riggin. was killed by a 
hall eoteria^r bis neekT Then oommeaoed 
aeoafusedatteskthat extoaded ItasU to 



other very distant parts of tlie c 'y 
against the xailors of the United States 
wherever they were to be found, with 

bayoticts, kiitwj', (dubs and stones. 

The police, in t he nieaiit ini;-, eitlier di<l 
not interfere to iirolect them or they par- 
ticip,ite<l in the attack, a.s in the ciute of 
the death of Ui^gin, or they arrestexl 
these sailors and dr^vgged them ofT to 
prison in the itmsi extremely barbaroiis 
niannir,

.lohn Hamilton, for example, when, 
after having been thrown to the ground 
throiiLch being stoned, was seriously 
stablied In the groin and back with a bay 
ouet. aiMl was cruelly dragged while in an 
unconv ioiis condition by two policemen 
toward ; he prison. 

,r. S. ilodu'e, while he wtvs being as- 
saulted with stones, was struck with a 
sword by an otncial who wore a white 
cap. 

J. .1. Williams was arrested by a police- 
man on horseback, who placed bamlcuffs 
oa bis wriiits and caused his horse to move 
at a gallop, dragglng.him to the ground. 
Having dismounted, the policeman 
caused his horse to walk, and, taking 
Williams by the handcuffs, oonduot«<l 
him to the station. 

C. MacWilliama was arrested and con 
ducted to the police station with his hands 
tied with cords and a lasao around his 
neck. 

J. Kingely, while attempting to escape 
from the tumult, was wounded with the 
sword of a police official. 

J. Talbot, being seriously wounded, was 
arrested in a saloon in which he had taken 
refuge from the tumult, dragged through 
the streets with bandoufTs on his hands, 
and was repeatedly maltreated by the po- 
liceman. 

Nearly thirty sailors of the United 
States were arrested in this manner witli- 
ont uny apparent motive, and some ol 
them, by order of the authorities, ■ re 
mained four days in prison. 

The friendly efTorta of several oflicer- 
und men ol' tJie army toward helpini^ lli( 
attac kecl men is all that can he shown to 
miti)4,ile the aspect of the qiiesiion.

made, not even tlie proposal to make tl'o 
corre-^pondliig investigation, with a view 
to estal)li-^h :i righteous procedure, in or 
der to punish the deli iii[iienl s who have 
so directly otl'ended the government ol 
the United States. 

I am, moreover, in po.sses.siou of instruc 
tions to obtain from your excellency, it 
such be in the possession of the govern 
ment of your excellency, some qualifying 
facts, or some explanation that can otTi r 
itself for an event that so profoundly in 
jured the people of the United States, not 
alone for the death of the two sailors ol 
my nation, and for the iiiliuman wounds 
of many others, but also as an apparent 
expression of an enmity toward the gov 
erniueut of the United States that is 
liable to place iu danger the maintenance 
of the friendly relations between the twc 
countries. ' 

If the facts are .such as hava been ex- 
preM.sed by Captain Schley, my govern- 
ment can nr* doubt your excellMftoy will 
offer it prompt reparation, proportionate 
to the gravity of the referred-to injury.

In the House Saturday the Judicary 
Committee reported favorably thaHoerta 
Sanalabill directing the AttomajrGw- 
•nl to inatitute legal prooeedinga to rap* 
press lotteriea, and the bill waa ordered 
to ite second reading. 

The Tinsley House bill on the same 
subject waareportadadveraely and killed. 

The same committee reported favor- 
ably Mr. Simms' bill to authorize Fiscal 
Courts to iaaue bonda for the purpose of 
building or npairing J«ila, court houses, 
etc. 

The first bill to pass the hotue this ses- 
sion was that of Mr. Hennett.of Oreenup. 
It was a bill to repeal the road laws of 
that county. 

The Eastern Kentucky Land Title bill 
came up when the orden of the day were 
reached. 

Mr. Halbert, of Lewis, and Mr. Ball, of 
Henderson, each made speeches against 
the bill, in wliii h they argued that a con- 
stitutional point was in question, and 
that by ita action the holden of land in 
that section might loae th^r titlea in 
court. 

Mr. Araetk, ot MagofBn, and Mr. Kirk, 

of Johnson, spoke for it. 

Mr. Whitaker, «)f Covington, made an 
able speech, in the course of which he 
said he diil not think the statute would 
be worth the paper it was written on. 

The bill was finally passed almost 
unanimously. It provides that the taxes 
must have been paid for twenty yean to 
enable a man to i riii!,' suit for the recov- 
ery of land held under a gcant from Vir- 
ginia or Kentucky prior to 1820. 

The Charlton resolution dwlarin^ that 
the members of this Legislature have a 
right to oae free railroad paaaea, waa given 

its second reading, and Mr. Simms ma<le 
a motion to lay it on the table. The mo- 
tion waa adopted by a vote of 64 to 6. 
The nays wore Mclnerney, Seven, Bnah, 
Bashaw and Amet. ' 

In the Senate Mr. Haiigis created a huez 
of comment by introducing a resolution 
which is in accordance with the consti- 
tutional provision on the subject to pro- 
hibit the placing of more than two coun- 
ties in any one Ijegislative district. 

Mr. Stewart introduced a bill which 
seeks to provide a cheaper ayatem of text 
books for the common achools than is 
now in use. .\ bill somewhat similar to 
this was before the last Lefj^slature, but 
only passed one hooae.

Connty the Total Naarly 
•300.000 TblsX^r. 



If some Kentuckiana lived in Ohio, 
they would squirm when the tax-collec- 
tor called, on them to settle. 

Th9 Qaaette of Qeoisetown recently 
poblished aome intereating flgarea, em- 
l)racing a recapitulation of the tax dupli- 
cate of Brown County as taken from an 
abstract prepared by Auditor Rebling. 
The total number of acres of land in the 
county, is 308,461, valued at $4,805,955. 
The total value of real eatate incitiea and 
villages is$841,7l2. The value of personal 
property is 92,92U,()00. This makes a toUl 
value on the realty and personalty in the 
county $8,63iil,667. On this amount the 
taxes are levied. 

The State will gat.^r all parpoaaa$Sl,- 
166.62. 

The county gets $21,587 to pay court 
expenses, salaries, stationary, jail ex- 
penses, and other general expenses. The 
poor fund gets $12,088, for Infirmary and 
Children's Home. For construction of 
bridges the sum of $8,634 is levied. For 
indigent soldien, $8is8. For road Ux. 
which includes pike repair, county roads 
and township roads, the amtmnt is f2:5,- 
177. Tb pay bonded indebtedness and 
pay for pikes being built $23,314. The 
sum of $1 1,175 goes to the different town- 
ships to be expended by Trustees of the 
various townships. The sum of $48,105 
will be collected to run the schools of the 
county. Thi.s, however, is not all, as the 
county has to pay to the SUte $8,634 for 
school purposes but will receive back 
about S15,000 which should be adilcd to 
$48,106, which will make a total for the 
schools in the county $63,106. The turn 
of $11, 4*7 will be raised to run the incor- 
porated villages, and $1,729 for general 
elections. 

The total taxes for county, township 
and corporations, says the Gazette, makes 
a grand total^>f $183,257. 

There is a delinquency on real eatate ci 
$25,087 and on personal property $41,218. 
The total taxes levied, with dalinqaent 
tax, foot up $200,457. 

The number of dogs in the county re- 
turned by the Assessors are, male 2,3.53, 
female 128. The latter are taxed $2 per 
head and the former $1, conaaqoently 
the dog tax will amount to tS|50l^ pro- 
viding it is all collected.

Thi Grand Jury Discharged -What 
Thsjr Say In Their TtUL 
Report. 

Sherman Jacknon and Marshall Rudd, 
colored, were acquitted of the charge of 
hogrtealing.

We depre- 
cate the Indiflbrence with which some 
violate their own solf respect and their 
solemn obligations in the discharge of 
their duties as witnesses before the grand 
jury. Such imposition upon crednlity is' 
contrary to all logical rules of inference. 
We may- see them so intoxicated as to re- 
quire the assistance of friends and they 
remember every occurrence except the 
potential factor of perjury, that sold or 
gave th«m whiaky. Such conduct is an 
obstruction in our courts of Justice and a 
menace to our institutions. \Ve find our 
public buildings in good condition. We 
would, however, call attention to the fact 
that our public records are not as secure 
against fire as they should be. Believing 
we have discharged the daties Inemnbent 
upon m we submit this ts OUT report and

By using what is known as the Wele- 
baiek bumer, the Harris gas is made a

Mr. Stephens had also fitted up t^onu- 
cooking and heating stoves wi^h the 
burners used in consuming natural gas, 

and the result was most -^ati^^faetorN-. 

Mr. Stepliens is rej>ruriciited as an ex- 
pert oii gas, and is a member of the com- 
pany owninir and mamifactnrin;.' the 
Welsback ami some other burners, lie 
says they make it a busineas to inspe<-t and 
test every ):aH invented, and that the Hose 
fuel gas of Pittsburg, used l»y furnegie, 
is nothing compareil with the Harris gas. 
He figured on the cost of pipin^j Mays- 
ville and of a jdant large enough to sup- 
ply the l ity, and say.s it can be d<me for 
140,000. This incdndes a holder with a 
capacity of 7.j,000 feet. The present 
iiolder has a i-apacity of only ti.OOO.
